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Now  serving  the  campus  is  its  own  radio  station,  KUDD.  The  call 
letters  indicate:  K:  West  of  the  Mississippi;  UD:  University  of  Dubuque; 
D:  Dubuque.  The  first  is  designated  by  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission,  but  the  others  were  chosen  because  of  their  appropriat- 
ness. 

The  man  responsible  for  KUDD  is  Professor  Edward  J.  Thorne,  a 
new  person  on  campus  last  year  (no  more).  His  long,  black  whip  sent 
the  classes  in  Speech  115  and  1 16  (Radio  Production,  and  Radio  Direc- 
ting and  Acting)  through  the  long  ordeal  of  making  the  dream  come 
true. 

Another  name  to  be  reckoned  with  is  that  of  Dick  Naney,  then  a 
Senior,  with  a great  talent  for  electronics  in  general  and  radio  in  par- 
ticular. Dick  donated  his  time  and  services  to  the  assembling  of  the 
station  and  spent  more  than  a few  sleepless  nights  doing  just  that.  In 
the  first  week  of  April,  KUDD  made  preliminary  test  broadcasts;  a week 
later  it  began  broadcasting  on  a frequency  of  760  kilocycles  with  a 
maximum  output  of  10-15  watts.
